He was a delightful char- 
acter and most interesting in con- 
versation. For aix 
studied art in Paris and other 
foreign art centers and had visit- 
ed most of the great art gulleries 
of the world. He loved the great 
out doors and to study the art 
of mature. We recall our visit 
with him to the Pines. Here he 
pointed out the mastery of na- 
ture’s color schemes, and was 
enthusiastic over some of the 
color combination on the trees. 
The most of his paintings were 
woods and lumbering scenes, and 
some of his paintings adorn the 
walls of art galleries and of per- 
sonal friends. A fine one hangs in 
the entrance to the Post Tavern 
hotel, Battle Creek. A front cover 
painting for the Michigan Sporte- 
man magezine last fall brot him 
much praise. He made of] paint- 
ings of many well known Amert- 
cans, among them being one of 
President Theodore Roosevelt.
